No. 75/3/47-Public (B).— His E xoellency Rear Admiral the 
Right Honourable the Viscount Mountbatten of Burma, K.G., 
P.O., G.M.S.I., G.M.I.E., G.C.V.O , K.C.B., D.S.O., takes his 
seat as Governor General of the Dominion of India under a salute 
of 31 guns.

whence such orders as may be necessary will be issued forthwith.
